Staiger home, 13174 Cleveland 
avenue, to notify Mrs, Staiger, he 
said. The elder Staiger, however, 
hurried over to the trench from 
his automobile. 

“When I got there,” he said, 
“both boys were covered with 
dirt, I heard low moans coming 
from one end of the trench, which 
was almost completely filled in 
and I grabbed a shovel and began 
to dig and pray. I did not know 
who was in there. 

“I uncovered a face almost at 
once, It was John Stone. By dig- 
ging rapidly I was able to loosen 
the dirt from around him enough 
so that I could pull him out. Two 
other boys who had been working 
on the trench were there and 
helped me.“ 

These two youths were Frank 
and Vernon Zahn, brothers, 1300A 
St. Clair avenue. 

“As soon.as we'd gotten Stone 
out,” he continued, “I learned that 
my son was still down there. John 
Stone had a few scratches on his 
face, but he pitched right in and 
helped in the search for my Paul. 
A crowd was there and several 
— 84 persons were helping me

“We had been digging for some 
time—I don’t know exactly how 
long, maybe five minutes—when 
We uncovered My son's face. As 
soon as I touched it, I knew he 
was dead.” 

Firemen, summoned by neigh- 
bors, had arrived this time and 
placed an inhalator on young 
Staiger. Other firemen and per- 
sons in the crowd of about 100 
continued to dig. In about 10 min- 
utes they had freed the boy, who 
was taken to Christian Welfare 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival. 

Police revorted the group of five 
boys had been taking sand from 
the trench to use to smooth down 
parts of the infield of the base- 
ball diamond. The trench was 
about eight feet deep and 12 feet 
long at the time of the cave-in.

WASHINGTON, May 22 — 
Thomas E. Dewey's victory in the 
Oregon presidential primary yes- 
terday had far greater significance 


than the mere 12 convention votes 
it added to the impressive num- 
ber of delegates already pledged 
or instructed for the New York 


| Governor. 


It broke the string of Harold 
E. Stassen’s victories and near 
victories in Wisconsin, Nebraska, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania primaries; 
it revealéd to the whole country 
a new and warmer Dewey person- 
ality; it strengthened the probabil- 
ity of a deal between Dewey and 
Senator Robert A, Taft to stop 
Stassen at the Philadelphia con- 
vention, and, in the event of a 
convention deadlock, made more 
likely the choice of Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg as the com- 
promise nominee. 

The margin of difference be- 
tween Dewey and Stassen was 
comparatively small but in politics 
the winner is the winner and 
garners all the glory. Politicians 
are not interested in explanations 
of how good the second best poker 
hand was. 

Stassen Still in Running. 

Stassen’s defeat does not put 
him out of thé running—the re- 
sults of the various primaries will 
be only dimly remembered when 
the Republicans. meet in Philadel- 
phia a month from now. He will 
have strong delegate support and 
a smart organisation working for 
him at the convention. 

A Stassen Victory, however, 
would have been a tremendous 
boost of his candidacy and would 


turn. This failure in foreign pol- 
icy was not chance. It resulted 
from the character of the whole 
administration.

American policy in Germany 
has been “of infinite assistance 
to the Communists,” he said, “The 
policy of unconditional] surrender 
dastroyed the German state and 
left a vacuum in Europe into 
which Russia has successfully 
moved.“ 

Taft said that, “in economic con- 
fusion, the Communist philosophy 
thrives, and the tremendous ex- 
pense .of the Marshall plan is 
necessary to make good our own 
mistakes.” 

The “one way in which we can 
finally prevail,” Taft said, was to 
“crusade for the principles of free 
government throughout the world 
as the Communists crusade for 
Communism.” 

He said that, “to regain the 
respect of the world,” the United 
States should show leadership in 
a revision of the United Nations 
charter. 

I believe our foreign policy 
should be built as far as possible 
around the United Nations,” Taft 
said, adding that he believed the 
charter could be rewritten so that 
“we can establish a world in 
which the great majority of na- 
tions will abide by a rule of law 
to which they have all agreed.

Dewey’s personal animosity to- 
ward Stassen was evident in the 
broadcast, as it had been through- 
out the Oregon hustings. Taft 
was aroused against Stassen the 
same way in the Ohio primary. 
The common interest of the two 
men in stopping Stassen was made 
firmer by Stassen’s Oregon cam- 
paign. It won’t be hard for them 
to get together at Philadelphia to 
try to bring the slowed-down 
Stassen bandwagon to a halt. 

Each of the three top candi- 
dates has asserted that he will 
have the most votes on the first 
roll call at the national conven- 
tion. In New York today Taft 
told reporters he would lead all 
others, but declined to go beyond 
predicting that he would have “in 
the neighborhood of 300 votes.” 

There will be 1094 Republican 
delegates at Philadelphia and if 
each of the three candidates gets 
200 votes, „ the convention will be 
deadlocked. Nomination requires 
548 votes. Reports reaching Wash- 
ington are to the effect that many 
delegates throughout the country 
have said that Vandenberg is 
their choice as the compromise 
nominee. The Michigan Senator 
has not personally moved a finger 
or uttered a word for the nomi- 
nation but he’s running faster at 
this time than any of the other 
candidates.

FAMOUS REICH WOMAN FLYER 
ARRESTED ON WAY TO AUSTRIA 


FRANKFURT, Sunday, May 23 
(AP)—Hanna Reitsch, Germany's 
famous woman airplane pilot, has 
been arrested while trying to 
cross illegally from Germany into 
Austria, radio Hamburg reported 
today. No details of the arrest 
were available immediately. 

The 36-year-old flyer, who once 
made a test flight in a V-1 bomb, 
reputedly was one of the last per- 
sons to see Adolf Hitler alive. 

She flew out of Berlin in a light 
aircraft in the final hours before 
the city fell to the Russians and 
gave American interrogation of- 
ficers a vivid account of the last 
days of Hitler, his wife, Eva 
Braun, and Martin Bormann, dep-

LAKE SUCCESS, N, Y., May 22 
(AP)—The Security Council failed 
tonight to accept an American- 
Russian demand for strong: United 
Nations action to stop the Pales- 
tine war. 

Instead, it issued its second de- 
mand on Arabs and Jews to cease 
fire. It fixed a deadline at 36 
hours after midnight, (St. Louis 
Time) tonight. 

The final vote on a much- 
amended resolution was approved, 
8 to 0. Syria, Russia, and the So- 
viet Ukraine abstained. . 

The question of the U.N. using 
force really was decided, however, 
when the Security Council did not 
approve the United States demand. 
That preliminary vote was 5 to 
0 with six nations abstaining. 

Further Action Likely. 

Before the final vote Warren R. 
Austin, United States delegate, 
served notice the United States 
will call for further action if this 


36-hour cease-fire order is not ob- 
served. 
The council meets again Monday 
on Czechoslovakia and Palestine. 
On the critical paragraph deal- 
ing with force, the United States, 
Russia, the Soviet Ukraine, 


France and Colombia voted for it; 
Britain, Syria, China, Canada, Bel- 
gium and Argentina abstained. 

The delegates then approved a 
cease fire order; a demand for the 
Truce Commission to expedite a 
truce for Jerusalem, and a call on 
Arabs and Jews to work with the 
U. N. mediator, Count Folke Berna- 
dotte, of Sweden. | 

The final resolution represented 
a triumph in the Council for Bri- 
tain, which has insisted throughout 
the week-long debate that the 
delegates must not approve use 
of force unless they were pre- 
pared actually to use United Na- 
tions armed forces. 

Austin’s Views. 

In closing minutes, Austin said 
this about the council's work: 

“The United States believes this 
resolution as it now stands, 
amended in accordance with the 
proposal of the United Kingdom, 
is not fully adequate. We believe 
the Security Council should order 
the parties to stop action. The 
United States will vote for it solely 
because it calls on the parties to 
cease fire in 36 hours. If they

Rural Areas Surprises 
Supporters of Minneso- 
ta’s Former Governor,

PORTLAND, Ore., May 22 — 
Harold Stassen today conceded the 
Oregon primary election — re- 
garded nationally as a make-or- 
break test—to New York's Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. 

Although Stassen’s spokesmen 


to present a brave front, they 
seemed to realize that Oregon 
voters may have dealt the Min- 
nesota candidate a knockout blow. 

It appeared that the presidential 
preferment fight, the most cpec- 
tacular engagement of the sort 
ever waged on the Pacific sea- 
board, had increased the stature 
of Dewey as a prominent con- 
tender for the Republican nom- 
ination next month. He had proved 
he could win when the chips were 
down. , 

Dewey, by his victory, captured 
Oregon’s 12 Republican national 
convention delegates, plus the 
prestige and influence of a vic- 
tory in a two-man race—the last 
contested primary election before 
the convention. With Oregon's 
delegates Dewey has a total of 
146 pledged or uncontested dele- 
gates of the 548 needed for nomi- 
nation. Stassen has 76. + 


Stassen Wires Congratulations. 

Stassen wired his congratula- 
tions to Dewey from Minneapolis 
this afternoon as slow tabulations 
continued to maintain Dewey's 
margin around 6000 votes. 

With 82 per cent of the pre- 
cincts reported as counting 
stopped for the night, Dewey's 
lead had increased to 6621 votes. 
The tally was Dewey 92,316, Stas- 
sen 85,695 in 1530 of the state’s 
1861 precincts. 

Dewey's lead was compiled 
mostly in Portland, which gave 
him 5412 of his advantage. Up- 
state he led by 1209 votes. 

Of Oregon’s 36 counties, Dewey 
led in 21. The only county of 
substantial population which Stas- 
sen seems to have carried is

$2,805,222 ESTATE 
UF MRS. WOODRUFF 


Value of Stocks Held by 
Daughter of Lumber Man 
Put at $2,462,450. 


A gross value of $2,805,222 was 
placed on the estate of Mrs. Flor- 
ence Holmes Woodruff in a report 
filed in probate court yesterday by 
Frank L. Ramacciotti, attorney 
appointed by Probate Judge Glendy 
B. Arnold to appraise the estate 
for purposes of assessing the 
state inheritance tax. 

Mrs. Woodruff, wife of Dr. 
Frederick E. Woodruff and daugh- 
ter of John A. Holmes, lumber 
dealer, died last June 11. She was 
74 years old, 

In an inventory filed shortly 
after her death, the total value 
of her estate was estimated at 
$749,385. Ramacciotti pointed out 
in his report, however, that cor- 
porate stocks owned by Mrs. 
Woodruff were carried at their 
par value of $456,378 in the in- 
ventory, although their market 
value at the time amounted to 
$2,462,450. 

After making deductions for ex- 
emptions including the federal 
estate tax, estimated at $917,000, 
Ramacciotti placed the net taxa- 
ble value of the estate at $1,162,601 
and assessed the state inheritance 
tax at $39,798. 

In her will, Mrs. Woodruff left 
the St. Louis Symphony Society 
and the Presbyterian Orphanage 
at Farmington, Mo., $10,000 each. 
Two thirds of the remainder of 
the estate she placed in trust for 
her husband and the remaining 
third she bequeathed to her daugh- 
ter, Miss M. Louise Woodruff. 

The will also listed a number of 
contingent bequests to take effect 
in the event both Miss Woodruff

Until the American recognition of Israel, 
the new Jewish state in Palestine against 
Which Saudi Arabia and the other nations 
of the Arab League have taken up arms, Ibn 
Saud had professed undying friendship for 
his American partners in thé. petroleum 
business. This friendship was greased with 
doliar royalties which currently amount to 
$3,500,000 a month.

Some consider 
it ominous that the United States, which 
recognized Israel, and Great Britain, which 
withheld recognition, seem for the moment 
to have come to the parting of ways on 
policy in the Middle East. 


However, there is another school of 
thought which sees Britain and the United 
States co-operating behind the scenes in a 
shrewd diplomatic game to maintain a foot- 
hold regardless of the outcome of the Arab- 
Thus Britain goes on 
giving arms and money to the Arabs even 
as Washington risks offending the Arabs 
by its friendly policy toward Israel. 

If King Ibn Saud were to cancel the 
American oil concessions in his collection of 
deserts, he would be canceling his own roy- 
alties, which would seem to be cutting off 
his nose to spite his face. People who know 
Ibn Saud as a hard trader and collector do 
not figure he will react tt such an extreme. 

On the other hand, if economic sanctions 
sealed off exports, the Saudi Arabian mon- 
arch would no longer need dollars to buy 
American food, machinery and construction 
equipn ent for modern irrigation, electrifi- 
cation, railway and highway projects. 

The best American friend at the Saudi 
Arabia court was the King’s son and For- 


eign Minister, Prince Feisal. Feisal was so 


outraged by American support of the Pales- 
tine partition proposals at the United Na- 
tions General Assembly last November. that 
he swore bitterly he would never again set 
foot on American soil. He flew home in 
a British, not American, plane. 


“You Americans Will Be 
Financing Both Sides of War.“ 


Like a great many Americans, King Ibn 
Saud has been puzzled by the on-again-off- 
again American policy in regard to Pales- 
tine. As a leader of the Pan-Arab move- 
ment (King Farouk of Egypt and King Ab- 
dullah of Trans-Jordan being his nearest 
rivals) King Ibn Saud brought all the pres- 
sure of his strategically important oil wells 
upon the White House and the State Depart- 
ment? to bring about the reversal of the 


American stand that favored partition of 


Palestine between the Jews and the Arabs. 
Naturally, he was not pleased by American 
recognition of the new state of Israel. 
Plans have been made to evacuate Ameri- 
cans from Arabia in the event hostilities in 
Palestine spread into a major conflict, for 
Ibn Saud has warned he will not be able to 


prevent his subjects, even his sons, from 


plunging into a holy war of extermination. 


“You Americans will be financing 
both sides of the war,” Ibn Saud has 
observed. “American Zionists will be 
supporting the Jews in Palestine, and 
American royalties will be supporting 
us. 

„Rut then you 6 always 
fight on both sides. Twice you have 
gone to war to defeat Germany. Each 
time you defeated the Germans you 
turned around and helped them to their 


fect and fed them. That is not the 
way we fight a war.“ 

Before oil royalties put him on Easy 
Street, Ibn Saud had to rely on a modest 
subsidy from the British Foreign Office 
which paid him to keep the peace, the Pax 
Britannica, in the Middle East. Of his for- 
eign relations, he has said: “The English 
are my good friends, but the Americans are 
my partners.“ He fears only the Russians. 
No Russian is permitted to enter Saudi 
Arabia. 

King Ibn Saud shudders at the thought 
of becoming involved in a war between the 
United States and the Soviet Union; he fig- 
ures one of the first moves of the Russians 
would be to pour down through Iran into 
Saudi Arabia and to bomb and destroy his 
oil fields if they could not be captured in- 
tact. 

In World War II the United States Gov- 
ernment felt it advisable to appease King 
Ibn Saud, beginning in 1941 when Hitler 
was going strong and fomenting trouble in 
the Arab countries. Ibn Saud was making 
big financial demands upon the American 
oll companies, and they were fearful he 
might turn toward Hitler if not appeased 
elsewhere,

Nothing has been more fantastic in the 
field of foreign relations than the American 
involvement with the Arabian Nights char- 
acter known to history as Ibn Saud, who 
stands six feet four inches tall, weighs 
around 250 pounds, and has been married 
150 times.

Israel Called Bridge 
Between East and West. 


Is there a hope for the world in this 
amazing circumstance? I think so. I do 
not think one should be stamped as a vision- 
ary if one states the conviction that Israel 
| may yet prove to be the bridge between 
East and West—a bridge so necessary if a 
sane society is to survive the destructive 
powers of modern technology. The histori- 
cal and spiritual background of Israel equips 
this new Republic for such a role. This, 
indeed, might be Israel’s proudest contribu- 
tion to a suffering world. 


We Americans who are friends of Israel 
can work and hope for peace in Palestine 
and in the world, and be better Americans 
for it. To the American Jew worthy of the 
name, either of American or of Jew, there 
never was any question of hyphenated citi- 
zenship or dual loyalty. The cause of Amer- 
icanism and that of a decent world are one. 

Now that the Jewish state has been es- 
tablished, the attitude and responsibility 
of Americans of Jewish faith is no differ- 
ent than that of Irishmen or other peoples 
toward their places of origin, where their

2 Stake in Palestine Problem. 


It is well known that the so-called “‘Pal- 
"estine question” hag been subject to many 
of the contradictory forces that followed the 
war. Shifts in the fortunes of the Jews of 
Palestine have reflected, in a great measure, 
the weaknesses of the United Nations, which 
set about to solve the “Palestine question.” 


Now that the British mandate has been 
ended the task of the U.N, Security Council 
becomes well-defined, Unless the U.N. im- 
plements its own decision to eatablish the 
new state, as Trygve Lie, Secretary General 
(of U. N., has pointed out, the whole strué- 
ture of the world’s collective security will 
be in danger. Aggression against the new 
State must be met by Security Council meas- 
ures to halt such aggression, On this, toe, 
there appears to be clear agreement between 
the American and the Russian delegates. 
As an American, as well as a Jew, I hail 
the new State of Israel as an outpost of 
democracy and progress in a Middle-Eastern 
sea of feudalism. No complex system of nice 
balances of power, even when supported by 
billions of dollars and millions of tons of 
supplies, can long endure in a world where 
democracy, such as ours, is surrounded by 
feudal despotism. 

The Kings and Princes of the Arab world 
intrigue the imaginations of some unthink- 
ing Americans, but they are an unbearable 
burden upon the backs of the poor, beaten- 


down Arabs who are their vassal subjects. 


While the Arab Kings live in decadent 
luxury, their people starve, spawning disease 
as the wastes of Arabia harbor the locusts 
which swarm periodically over the Middle 


the Arab Pashas, Princes and 
day, however, they r 


Arabs already have begun to learn from 
the industry and agriculture of Jewish 
Palestine that starvation and disease are 
not the necessary lot of mankind. 


Democracy as Well as Oil 
Contributes to U.S. Seturity. 


This is tho real meaning of Israel to the 
people of the Middle Bast. The sooner 


America and other democracies give full en- 
couragement to the Jewish Republic, and 
withdraw financial support of Kingly bri- 
gands, the sooner will we see the dawn of 
a better world. American financial support 
of the feudal monarchs of the Arab world 
is given, of course, in return for Middle 
Eastern oll. 


To the argument that the proffts of 
American firms which have invested in such 
oil must be protected “at all costs,” no real 
American worthy of the traditions of this 
nation can give his even passive assent. The 
lives of peoples must, if this nation is to be 
true to its heritage, be put ahead of mere 
financial gain. 

The argument that Middle Eastern oil is 
needed for American national security is 
more subtle. Our best authorities on na- 
tional defense long ago ceased to count on 
Arabian oil in event of a real national emér- 
gency; such fields are too vulnerable to an 
enemy, especially when surrounded by Arab 
Princes eager to strike a bargain with any 
invader who will pay a price. More and 
more this nation is depending on oll re- 
sources in the Western Hemisphere, and in 
our new synthetic ofl program, 

In a profounder sense, American security 
rests finally on a strong United Nations 
on the establishment of justice, democracy 
and enlightened prosperity everywhere in 
the world. Israel, in this sense, is a ver- 
itable bastion of American security in the 
Middle East. The future of Israel might 
well be the rock of American policy in that 


area.

Will Israel Survive? 


We think the new. state of Israel, though born 
in pain and beset with enemies, has an excellent 
chance to survive. Moreover, we believe that 
its survival means a new and happier era for 
the whole Middle East. That section of the 
world by and large is still living according to 
the standards of the fourteenth century. The 
Jews have shown in Palestine—by using mod- 
ern farming and industrial methods—how pros- 
perity can be brought to the desert. If Israel 
lives, it in time will exercise a wholesome influ- 
ence far beyond its own restricted borders. 

The establishment of the new state compels 
admiration. Long ago, the British had made 
known their intention to abandon on May 15 the 
old League of Nations mandate. The Jews made 
repeated appeals to the United Nations for a 
solution of their difficulties, but that body 
wasted the precious months in fruitless debate. 


For this.a tortuous American policy was largely 


responsible. In the end, the Jews cut the Gor- 
dian knot of diplomatic ineptitude and inaction, 
courageously proclaiming themselves a nation. 
7 a * 
Prompt United States recognition, followed by 
recognition of Russia and other countries, has 


_ given the new state standing and prestige. But 


Israel is seriously handicapped because of the 
refusal of Great Britain to follow suit, since 
Britain’s friendship is of great and peculiar im- 
portance. Israel’s most formidable foe is King 
Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, whose Arab Legion 
is the best-trained army in the Middle East. And 
Abdullah is a creature of the British. 
Walter Lippmann sums up the relationship 
between Great Britain and Trans-Jordan thus: 
The kingdom of Trans-Jordan is a British 
satellite state. It was created by the British 
Government, its King was set upon his 
throne by Britain, its government derives 
almost all its revenue from Britain, its 
army is led by British officers, it has been 
trained and pped by the British Gov- 
N and it is bound by treaty to Great 


Mr. Lippmann argues, therefore, that the man 
to negotiate peace between Israel and Trans- 
Jordan is Foreign Minister Bevin, and that all 
Bevin has to do is to permit Abdullah to oc- 
cupy the: Arab portions of Palestine, if he 
chooses, but warn him not to cross the bounda- 
ries allotted to the Jews by the UN when it drew 
up the partition plan. The Jews up to this time 
have respected these boundaries and have con- 
fined the new government to the parts of Pales- 
tine awarded to the Jews by the United Nations. 

— * — 

In saying that Mr. Bevin bears the main re- 
sponsibility for the prevention of an interna- 
tional war in the Middle East,” Mr. Lippmann, 
of course, is fully aware that Britain also has 
important interests in the Arab world. It is this 
duality of interest that has accounted for the 
vacillating British policy in Palestine for the last 
31 years. it is this duality that has long pre- 
vented a firm and decisive settlement of the 
Holy Land question, and which finally resulted 
in abandonment of the mandate. 

By reason of divided British interest which 
was indeed apparent in the ambiguity of the 
Balfour Declaration, the British failed in Pales- 
tine. But now a different picture presents itself. 
Israel exists. It is an entity. It has the moral 
support of the United States and may shortly 
have its material support as well. The United 
States has interests in Arabia, too, but, in recog- 
nizing Israel, it has taken its stand. 

With full recognition of Britain’s difficulties, 
we hope Britain will take the same stand. It 
has been cynically said by a Foreign Office 
spokesman that Britain has no election this year, 
implying that American recognition was a piece 
of presidential politics. Undoubtedly Mr. Tru- 
man and others have played politics regarding 
Palestine because of the large Jewish vote in this 
country, and it is not a pretty. business. 


* * * 


But sometimes political expediency and states- 
manship go hand in hand and this, we think, is 
one of the times. The centuries-old yearning of 
Jews for Palestine, the deep symbolism of the 
land and the, fact that it was there the Jewish 

people originated—these things may not consti- 
tute a title that would satisfy a Philadelphia 
lawyer. But the Balfour declaration (ambigu- 
ous as it was), the occupation of Palestine by 
the Jews under the British mandate for 31 
years, the partition plan of the United Nations, 
the resolution of the General Assembly calling 
for an independent Jewish state—these factors 
give the Jews a strong legal as well as moral 
claim. 

It may be that the army of Israel, which has 
shown itself brave, skilled and resourceful, alone 
may be able to turn back the troops of Abdullah 
and Farouk. But if the contrary is true, and if 
the new state dies at Arab hands—especially at 
the hands of a British-controlled King like Ab- 
dullah—the British will inherit a legacy that’ 
will breed ill-will for centuries.

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A New Medical Advance 


Scrub typhus, or Japanese river fever, the 
Americans and Australians called it. The Japa* 
nese called it tsutsugamushi. The natives called 
it kedani. By whatever name, it was—next to 
Japanese bullets—the most deadly peril which 
American troops faced in the Pacific. 

Whoever the deadly micro-organism touched 
was doomed to an agonizing fever which killed 
many of its victims and left others invalids. The 
slightest infection could be fatal. Transferring 
cultures from an infected egg, a pretty young 
laboratory technician in Melbourne let a drop 
fall on the back of her hand. In a week she was 
dead. 

But now scrub typhus is joining the long list 
of vanquished enemies in the army of disease. 


The story has just been told at the Fourth In- 


ternational Congress on Tropical Medicine and 
Malaria in Washington. In a drug called chloro- 
mycetin, isolated from a soil organism, science 
has found the answer to scrub typhus. 

It was tried out first on infected rats and 
mice. Recently at the United States Army sta- 
tion at Kuala Lumpur, Malaya, it proved its ef- 
ficiency with human beings. Of 25 patients given 
the old treatment, the usual number died or be- 
came invalids, Of 25 others treated with chloro- 
mycetin, all recovered without complications. 
The period of hospitalization was cut in half. 

Chloromycetin, it is believed, will be a spe- 
cific against other virus-like diseases, including 
psittacosis (parrot fever). Psittacosis is one of 
the most virulent infectious agents known, One 
cubie inch of the virus is considered sufficient 
to infect practically the whole population of the 
United States. It is therefore highly favored 
as an agent of bacteriological warfare, which 


some military authorities say will be more im- 
portant in future warfare than the atomic bomb. 

This may raise doubt in some minds whether 
the Army acted wisely in publishing the 
answer to the scourge. It is a sad commentary 
on human affairs that the broadcast of such a 
boon can be questioned with any show of reason. 
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Scuttling the Trade Pacts 


In its simplest form, the issue involved in the 
proposed renewal of the Reciprocal Trade Act is 
this: Shall the United States by sensible tariff 
adjustments enable the men and women of other 
lands to earn enough dollars to buy the goods 
they need from us, or shall we continue to play 


Santa Claus and give the great preponderance of 


these goods to them outright? 

More is at stake, however, than the mere 
monetary value of the goods involved. The in- 
ternational prestige and democratic leadership 


of the United States are also involved. 


The whole leverage of the 17 billion dollars to 
be spent under the Marshall plan is being used 
to persuade the nations of Western Europe not 
merely to slash tariffs but to inaugurate a cus- 
toms union to level tariff walls generally. What 
a paradox it would be if the United States, while 


nudging other nations toward tariff reform, 


should abandon its own modest beginnings 
toward reducing tariffs! 

At Geneva and at Havana, the United States 
assumed leadership in molding an International 
Trade Organization dedicated to lowering tariff 
barriers and promoting the freer flow of trade. 
The substantial accomplishments of these con- 
ferences will be largely undone it the United 
States weakens or abandons reciprocal trade. 

As Secretary of State Marshall told the House 
Ways and Means subcommittee recently, the 
reciprocal trade program is the cornerstone and 
keystone of our foreign economic policy.” 

In spite of all this, the House Ways and Means 
Committee has approved a bill limiting the ex- 
tension of trade pacts to one year and making 
reductions contingent upon approval by the 
Tariff Commission rather than simply the State 
Department. This is a thinly veiled device for 
scrapping the whole program. Production and 
trade cannot be carried out on a one-year basis, 
nor can the trade pacts be efficiently adminis- 
tered if each proposed tariff reduction is sus- 
ceptible to interminable hearings and debate be- 
fore the Tariff Commission.

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ik Tragic Case 

The story of John C. Virden and his daughter, 
Euphemia, is tragedy compounded. When she 
went to work for Tass, the Russian news agency, 
in Washington last January, he broke with her 
completely because he had been, as he put it, 
“almost violently anti-atheist-Marxist for many 
years.” He has not seen her since the break, and 
that would be sorrow enough for a father who 
loved his daughter. But now, because of a let- 
ter from Congressman Fred L. Crawford to Sec- 
retary of Commerce Sawyer, Mr. Virden has been 
literally hounded out of his post as head of the 
Office of Industry Co-operation. 

Secretary Sawyer, to be sure, took the sound 
position that “a man of good qualities” is in no 
way disqualified because of something his daugh- 
ter may do “against his wishes and to his great 
regret and dismay,” but he did accept the resig- 
nation. 

Congressman Crawford has a scalp, and smear 
by association in the United States falls to a 
new low. 
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A New Jersey postoffice is selling 1-cent stamps 
which collectors value at 4 cents. This is the 
reverse of the dollar bill, which will buy but 
25 cents worth of goods in any store. 
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The Pension Story as Usual 

Once again the Missouri Legislature has adopt- 
ed a record-breaking assistance budget. Gov. 
Donnelly has signed a measure authorizing the 
expenditure of $72,895,923. Made up of 334. 
650,000 in state funds and $38,245,923 in federal 
grants, this sum is about $7,000,000 higher than 
the current allotment for the same purposes. 

Of the total, almost $54,000,000 is earmarked 
for old-age pensions. As usual, there was no re- 
luctance to do well by “dear pensioner.” But 
also as usual, there was the greatest reluctance 
to provide for those most desperately in need of 
help. For Missouri’s unemployables, those who 
cannot help themselves, the Legislature appro- 
priated only $5,000,000. And since these are re- 
garded as the direct charges of the state, there 
will be no money from Washington to supple- 
ment this amount. 

This story is an old one in Missouri. In ses- 
sion after session, the legislators have been eager 
to please the vote-casting pensioners, and have 
been hard-hearted toward the helpless. The 
story’s point certainly is that in Jefferson City 
political interest outweighs compassion. 
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The pretzel fold” is the latest twist in diapers.

He fought for justice for the common peo- 
ple; he proved this by his defense of the 
Pullman strikers and by his fight for prison 
reform, He laid a cornerstone for legal jus- 
tice when he pardoned the unjustly accused 
Haymarket anarchists. He believed in edu- 
cation for the common people and built up 
the University of Illinois. 

Today, the whole world is engaged in the 
problem of democracy—in a struggle to in- 
sure man’s humanity to man, John Peter 
Altgeld solved that problem for himself and 
many others to the best of his ability. To- 
day, it is our challe responsibility to 
study his solution and follow in the steps he 
pointed out. 

These are the words of youth, but they are 
true ones and the Eagle that was once forgot- 
ten would be happy that they have been written 
a half century after his battles for progress. He 
would be happier still because they were writ- 
ten by Betty Jefferson.

Europeans on the Continent have awak- 
ened from their dreams of national sover- 
eignty to discover that they have only a 
choice between external forces, 

To confront Europeans ‘only with a po- 
litical choice between America and Russia 
is to remind them 
that Europe no long- 
er exists in the sense 
in which it existed 
before 1939. What 
Europeans need to 
know is whether 
within either of these 
systems the freedom 
of the individual, a 
European way of 
life, European cul- 
ture, have any fu- 
ture. It may seem John Steinbeck 
self-evident that America stands for West- 
ern freedom and civilization, whereas Rus- 
sia does not. 

But it is not so obvious to a European 
who reasons that American freedom of the 
individual depends on American conditions 
which cannot exist in a ruined Europe, that 
a Europe tied to American economy will be 
like a little boat tied to a great liner run- 
ning into storms. 


American economic individualism has 
terrors for those who may become depend- 
ent on it. It is felt that America might 
again become isolationist and that a choice 
in favor of America today might not save 
Europe from being forced to choose Russia 
tomorrow. 


Stronger Than Iron Curtains 


It is important to remember that there 
is a cause in which Europeans do not lose 
passionate interest cutting right across the 
present political alignment between West 
and Dast. This cause is spiritual freedom. 
It is here that a struggle continues even 
within the Communist parties themselves, 
it is here that Russia is in the least favor- 
able position. But it is here that American 
points of view are least in evidence. 


At universities all over Europe there are 
thousands of young people who are pas- 
sionately asking themselves whether they 
would have spiritual freedom under Com- 
munism. The danger is that these students 
will feel that America is not interested in 
their civilization and their liberty but only 
in them as a sphere for political and eco- 
nomic influence. 


Europe needs a reaffirmation of the idea 
of the West, not as politics and strategy, 
but as civilization. One such sign is the 
extraordinary influence of the American 
novel. The influence of Hemingway, Dos 
Passos, Faulkner, Steinbeck and other 
American novelists on the work of French, 
Italian, Central European and even Rus- 
sian writers is the most sweeping literary 
movement in our generation. 


It demonstrates that where American 
policy finds dubious allies and half-hearted 
friends, American freedom of expression in 
ite greatest achievements can win the most 
vital European thought today. 

It is sad that at this moment, many 
American liberal writers seem to have lost 
all interest not only in Europe but in the 
causes which they used to support. Very 
few of them have visited Europe since the 


war and, if they have, it is to come back 
and complain that conditions are grim, 

Many students are learning English in 
order to study America and American liter- 
ature. If America chose to do so, she 
could play an educational role which would 
bring thousands of students to understand 
the best in American civilization and the 
American conception of freedom. This 
would be the most realistic way of gaining 
support, For what is realistic today is to 
expect nothing of propaganda and political 
bludgeoning. 


Propaganda Loses its Force 


The advertising, propagandist way of 
doing things always seems the easiest, but 
it is almost useless in a continent which 
has been saturated for many years with 
diabolically clever propaganda from Ger- 
many and Russia. Propaganda does not 
respond to any real needs, but there are 
real needs which only the West can satisfy: 
above all, the need for education among a 
generation which has received very little 
teaching, for teachers, books, orchestras. 


Ultimately the greatest service which 
American intellectuals could do to America 
and the world today would be to go to Eu- 
rope, especially to Eastern Europe, and 
teach American literature. Such journeys 
are still possible. We are back at an age 
where the key to the future lies almost ex- 
clusively in education. And the most hope- 
ful sign is that in Europe there is a pas- 
sionate thirst for the education of the West. 
. Politics are more and more a struggle 
for mere survival. The bitterest struggle 
is for freedom within whatever political 
conditions Europe is ultimately hound to 
accept. This struggle will continue even if 
there are more Communist governments, 
because it exists within the Communist 
parties themselves. 


Great Mistake by Russia 


Perhaps it will be shown that the great- 
est mistake of the Russians is not in their 
claim for spheres of influence and “secur- 
ity” but in their attacks on the freedom of 
the life of the spirit, For whereas there 
are wide areas of political and economic 
freedom today which Europeans might lose, 
I do not believe they will give up their 
freedom to have feelings of their own 
which are not dictated to them, or to invent 
philosophies and write poems, or to believe 
in God, or to be preoccupied with a per- 
sonal destiny which does not belong to the 
state.

The opposition of the British is 
a bitter disappointment to the 
Americans. They had hoped that 
once the mandate had ended, Brit- 
ain would drop its do-nothing 
stand and at least give moral sup- 
port to the rapidly mounting 
Middle East problems now borne 
by Washington. Yet, anyone who 
has followed the ramifications of 
the.

It should have been clear. Brit- 
ish support of King Abdullah of 
Trans-Jordan was easily predict- 
able.

Russia’s place in all this whirl 
of big power maneuvers is pur- 
posely obscured.

Some time ago Ibn Saud and 
his children were ‘photographed 
with the King of Egypt and his 
family. It was no contest: the 
King of Egypt has nothing like 
$1 children. (Only three, in fact.) 


King Ibn Saud has taken to 


some American ways but not to 


others. He likes American oll 
men and the millions of dollars in 
royalties they pay him, He is 
proud of the Douglas (DC-3) 
transport plane presented him by 
President Roosevelt in the name 
of the American nation. In his 
Douglas Ibn Saud flies about his 
kingdom, bridging the gap of 2000 
years between the age of aviation 
and the age of camel transport. 
In fact, the King has said he is 
thinking of getting a larger plane, 
large enough to carry a camel in 
the baggage compartment, so that 
if one is forced down in the desert 
one can proceed by camel back. 

Conqueror and builder 
modern Araby, Ibn Saud is 
using his oil royalties, in 
part construct railroads, 
bridges and irrigation. pro- 
ects. The more black gold 
pumped up from the arid sands 
of his desert realm, the more 
silver dollars will accrue to him 
as royalties. By spending these 
dollars for irrigation pipes rather 
than stately palaces, Ibn Saud 
hopes to turn his desolate country 
into a land of at least relative 
prosperity. 

While working hand in hand 


with American oil operators for 
their mutual profit, King Ibn 
Saud has not gone American by 
any means. e will have no 
truck with alcohol, tobacco, 
monogamy or democracy. In his 
spurning of the first three, he is 
a faithful son of Islam, stand- 
ing by the tenets of the Koran 
which holds it sinful to smoke 
or drink and blessed to have 
four wives and increase and 
multiply. In spurning democra- 
cy, Ibn Saud is faithful to him- 
self, for the coming of democra- 
cy to his corner of Asia might 
well be his ruin. 


Ibn Saud is the perfect mo- 
nopolist and autocrat. He owns 
every acre and inch of Saudi 
Arabia. The very name which 
he selected for his kingdom, 
Saudi Arabia, reflects his 100 
per cent ownership; it is as if 
aman named Smith conquered 
Arabia and called it Smith’s 
Arabia, King Ibn Saud has no 
Congress or Parliament to guide 
him and control him within con- 
stitutional ts; he has no 
constitution, no opposition par- 
ties, no vocal opposition at all. 
His advisers are his eldest sons 
and a few friends. 


Ibn Saud limps from war 
wounds and one of his favorite 
companions is an American re- 
tired colonel who also limps from 
war wounds. Among his inti- 
mates Ibn Saud will lift his flow- 
ing robes and display the saber 
wounds which have disfigured 
and crippled his right leg. With 
Americans who can speak the 
Arabic tongue, Ibn Saud will talk 
for hours on the two topics that 
fascinate him most: Religion and 
women. 


He has let it be known that he 
is through amassing wives; that 
150 is his final score, and that 
from now on he will be satisfied 
with his last four wives; they 
will not be replaced as their pre- 
decessors were. a is easy in 
Arabia, and Ibn Saud always has 
limited himself to the four wives 
allowed by the Koran—at any one 
time. A favorite wife, after di- 
vorce, often was allowed to re- 
main in the household as a con- 
cubine, however; concubines are 
not limited by Islamic law. As for 
religion, even as he discourses on 
feminine affairs, he listens wth 
one ear to his people who are 
encouraged to come reasonably 
close to the royal tent while they 
chant their prayers to Allah. 


Until the discovery of petroleum 

treasures beneath the hot sands, 
Saudi Arabia has been just about 
the poorest country in the world. 
Almost overnight the British re- 
mittance man became the richest 
of Asiatic monarchs. And Ameri- 
can influence crept in under the 
royal tent. 
Before World War 1 immense 
oll treasures had been discovered 
in Iran (Persia). They are being 
exploited to this day by the Anglo- 
Iranian: Oil Co. ‘Geologists for 
this company had studied oil pros- 
pects in the Sultanate of Oman 
which adjoins Saudi Arabia on 
the Persian gulf. 

Credit for the discovery of oil 
in Saudi Arabia is given to a geol- 
ogist for the Gulf Oil Co, Ffrst, 
he predicted that oil very likely 
could be found on the island of

Bahrein, 25 miles east of Saudi 


Arabia, in the Persian gulf. A 
concession was obtained there in 
1930 by the Bahrein Petroleum 

„ Ltd., a subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil Co. of California. 
Oil was found on Bahrein in large 
quantities, a refinery was built, 


and millions of dollars were made, | 


Meanwhile, the Gulf Oil man, 
as well as other geologists, had 
suspected that the same forma- 
tions of sand and stone which had 
been productive in Bahrein might 
extend under the Persian gulf 
into Arabia. Representatives of 
Standard Oil of California ob- 
tained a concession from Ibn 
Saud’s government in 1933, cov- 
ering 320,000 square miles, subse- 
quently enlarged to 440,000 square 
miles. Five years later oil in com- 
mercial quantities was brought in 
at Dammam, a few miles inland 
from the Persian gulf. The King 
was paid a royalty of 21 cents a 
barrel, recently raised to 31 cents. 

Development of the Dammam 
field, prospecting for other fields, 
and construction of a small re- 
finery had barely begun at the 
start of World War II. 

Among the indirect victims of 


the war were the Saudi Arabian 


people. Their government had de- 
pended for a large share of its 
revenues upon customs duties and 
upon fees paid by the pilgrims 
bound for Mecca and Medina, War 
reduced these revenues to virtual- 
ly nothing. 

Aggravating the difficulties, the 
always scanty rainfall had been 
unusually sparse for several years. 
The people were unable to grow 
grasses and had to reduce their 
flocks of sheep and goats as well 
as their camel herds. 

On top of this, with enemy sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean, the 
British had been compelled to 
withdraw the shipping which nor- 
mally served Saudi Arabia, thus 
reducing the amount of food and 
other necessities that might have 
come from outside the country.

Out of the demands of this 
prince of Araby there developed a 
fabulous series of loans, loans 
without collateral, involving King 
Ibn Saud, the American oil oper- 
ators, the American Government 
and the American taxpayers. 

Ibn Saud and the oi] companies 
got over their troubles and took 
in millions. The American tax- 
payers footed the bill. 

A 57-page report on what hap- 
pened during those Arabian 
nights and days has been pub- 
lished by the Government Print- 
ing Office in Washington. It is 
the report of the special Senate 
committee investigating the na- 
tional defense program. The 
report, adopted by the 10 Sena- 
tors on the committee, charges 
that $99,000,000 in lend-lease and 
other American aid was given 
Saudi Arabia primarily to pro- 
tect the oll concessions, and that 
the American oil men showed 
their gratitude by overcharging 
Uncle Sam at least $30,000,000 on 
sales of Arabian oil to the 
United States Navy. 

This figure is disputed by the 
oll companies and the Navy. The 
oil companies maintain that py 
buying at the prices it did, the 
Navy saved more than $26,500,000 
3 the period 1942-47, inclu- 
sive, 

And John L. Sullivan, Secretary 
of the Navy, estimates that up to 
date the petroleum purchases from 
Middle Eastern sources have cost 
the Navy $33,000,000 less than 
would have been the case had its 
purchases all been made at prices 
prevailing on the Mexico Gulf 
Coast, 

The oil companies do not deny 
that when King Ibn Saud demand- 
ed millions of them they sent Mof- 
fett to the White House, and that 
they and Ibn Saud got substan- 
tially what they wanted, 

What the oli companies succeed- 
ed in doing was to pass the buck. 
The buck was passed, of course, 
to the American taxpayers. 


How King Ibn Saud's demands 
were at top levels in 
Washington, and the King and 
the oil companies got richer 
and richer, will be told in subse- 
quent chapters.

CASABLANCA, May 22. 
ESPITE what you may think, 
Morocco is not all sand storms 
and swaying camels, There 

are countless lush acres of crops 
and a fantastic amount of un- 
tapped minerals, including phos- 
phate, coal, cement and iron. 

Furthermore, 80 per cent of the 
8,000,000 inhabitants of French 
Morroco live from hand to mouth, 
a primitive, exploited, illiterate, 
lousy, madly reproducing mass of 
Arabs. 

Only a few of the more quick- 
witted, plus friends and relatives 
of the Sultan, manage to achieve 
European living standards. They 
make the neatest unskilled labor 
pool that ever sent a profit soar- 
ing. You can hire an able-bodied 
Arab for 40 cents a day, with time 
out for prayers. 

This Arab labor pool is a basic 
reason why many manufacturing 
outfits around Casablanca are 
trying to get enough timber to 
house the machinery they are im- 
porting from France. These new 
‘assembly lines will can fish and 
make soap, beverages and candles. 
Last year about 1500 new indus- 
trial and manufacturing firms set 
up shop, as well as about 8000 new 
commercial or trading concerns. 

Many Share in Boom, 

So Casablanca is a boom town 
nowadays. Pafis money-men, ner- 
vous about investing in tired Eu- 
rope, are shipping billions of 
francs across the Mediterranean 
into this French protectorate. 
While Europeans groan about 
mounting prices, almost every- 
body here is sharing in the boom, 
most Arabs, French civil servants 
and others with fixed incomes ex- 
cepted. 

Of Casablanca’s 600,000 popula- 
tion, 20 per cent are Frenchmen, 
Moroccan Jews, Britons, Syrians 
and an occasional Tank. All are 
scrambling for materials for new 
homes along the sprawling palm- 
treed botlevards. They are also 
bidding wildly for places to set up 
shop. 

Buildings finished before 
war have rents frozen and the ten- 
ant cannot be booted out. He can, 
however, sell his lease. One busi- 
ness man told me he “bought the 
key” to his shop a ‘year ago for 
6500 francs (about 240 to the dol- 
lar). Today he could get over 
1,000,000. 

One reason why French oper- 
ators are “discovering” Morocco is 
the fact that their francs are 
walled off by the dollar barrier. 
In most parts of the world, the 
only thing anybody wants is dol- 
lars. And, since Morocco is in the 
franc setup, it makes a fine outlet 
for dusty currency.

Dwight Griswold, the chief of A. 
M.A.G. Griswold reports directly 
to the State Department, not 
through the American Ambassa- 
dor. The Ambassador—when there 
is one, the post is vacant at pres- 
ent—has his own military adviser, 
his military attache. 

But there is also a British 
Military Mission to Greece, headed 
by Maj. Gen. E. Down, which—in 


even in some ways duplicates the 
work of the United States Mis: 
sion. Also there are the British 
troops in Greece, about 5000 of 
them, commanded by a brigadier 
who reports not to Gen. Down— 
no, no, that would be too simple— 
but to the general officer com- 
manding the British forces in the 
Middle East, who is stationed in 
Egypt. 

There is also a British police 
mission accredited to the Greek 
Government. The British Am- 
bassador is supposed to co-ordi- 
nate these various British activi- 
ties and he in turn is supposed to 
work with the American Ambas- 
sador, 

I have said enough to make it 
clear as crystal that if there were 
incompatible er clashing person- 
alities involved, the whole sorry 
affair would collapse immediately. 
Luckily this is not the case. 

On the military side of the pic- 
ture, for example, Gen, Van Fleet 
and Gen. Down have arrived at 
complete understanding. They 
see each other every morning, 
compare notes and work out de- 
tails. In general they have divided 
up the work of advising and 
helping the Greek Army so that 
the British continue as before to 
be responsible for training and 
organization, while the Americans 
are responsible for supply, com- 
munications and for advising the 
Greek Army on operations. Intel- 
ligence is joint concern, 

In the field the officers of the 
two missions work almost inter- 
changeably. Both American and 
British officers, working closely 
together, are to be found in the 
teams assigned to the Greek 
corps and division headquarters. 
For example, when I was at the 
corps headquarters at Salonica, I 
was briefed on one phase of the 
corps activities by an American 
lieutenant colonel and on another 
phase by.a British major.

jobs. They don’t have an easy 
time of it. Greek officers, like 
most Greeks, are fierce individ- 
ualists, inclined to be proud and 
rather touchy about their -pre- 
rogatives. They would instantly 
resent any attempt at dictation 
or giving orders by foreign of- 
ficers, 

But the American and British 
advisers appear in most cases 
completely to have won the con- 
fidence and the respect of the 
Greek generals to whose head- 
quarters they are assigned. 

The relations are cordial and 
close. For example, at a _ divi- 
sion headquarters I sat at lunch 
with the commanding general and 
his staff and listened to his 
American operations adviser kid- 
ding him gaily about hia fond- 
ness for eating a big lunch, 

I heard another American. ad-

viser remonstrating with his gen- 
eral about the latter’s insistence 
on going up to the front When- 
ever any fighting.was in progress. 
“We can’t afford to lose you, Gen- 
eral,” the American colonel said, 
as earnestly and anxiously as he 
might have spoken to a well- 


In fact, the whole tone and 
spirit of the Greek army is im- 
proving by leaps and bounds, The 
turning point was the battle of 
Konitsa in December, and the re- 
cent successful major operation in 
the Roumell area has helped 
greatly. The army has an offen- 
sive spirit. It wants to fight, 
There is growing up a keen com- 
petitive spirit between corps and 
divisions and lesser units as well. 

Better arms and equipment 
have helped a lot, but the real 
source of this improvement has 
been success in battle. The Greek 
army respects the officers whose 
advice has brought it these suc- 
cesses, 

Despite faulty organization, our 
military aid to Groece is begin- 
ning to pay dividends.

TALY’S Communist leaders apparently are convinced it is suicide 
to malign Santa Claus, whether they believe in him or not. Com- 
munist spokesmen and their newspapers are being careful to keep 


the Marshall recovery program for Europe sorted out and in a stack 
by itself when they blast the United States and Britain as “im- 
perialist, reactionary, Fascist warmongers.” 


On a trial run, they tried lump- 
ing the Marshall program together 
with Wall Street, southern lynch- 
ings, Hollywood immorality and 
Chicago gangsterism, but slander- 
ous attacks against Marshall aid, 
they discovered, produced a deaf- 
ening silence among their audi- 
ences. It was stony, negative and 
warning. 

The bottom third of the popu- 
lation, from which the Commu- 
nists draw much of their support, 
thinks Italy would be insane to 
turn down Marshal aid, regardess 


of how Uncle Joe Stalin and the 
Kremlin feel about it. They ex- 
pect some of the good things to 
filter down to them. They have 
received enough United States 
canned foods and parcels to like 
them, regardless of whether they 
ate them or sold them on the 
black market. 


Togliatti Gets Idea. 


Palmiro Togliatti, secretary-gen- 
eral and strong man of Italian 
Communism, got the idea in a 
hurry. Now he even says kind 
things about the European Recov- 
ery Program. He thinks Italy 
should accept American aid, but 
not American ideas. 

Originally, Moscow sent word to 
Communist parties everywhere 
that they were to oppose the Mar- 
shall program in the bitterest 
terms, but Communist leaders in 
various countries said they would 
be placed in a position.of opposing 
the interests of their countries 
and asked for authority to make 
their own decisions on the issue. 
Togliatti is said to have been one 
who felt that opposition might 
prove damaging to the Commu- 
nist cause. So Moscow relented. 
Insiders say Communist attacks 
against the recovery program will 


„be toned down elsewhere as well 


as in Italy. 

Most rabid Soviet followers, it is 
disclosed, fought against recogniz- 
ing anything but an imperialist 
plot in the Marshall program. To- 
gliatti said it was necessary to 
take a more moderate line if the 
party was to be hed together, even 
loosely. 

Courting Nenni Socialists. 

One of the reasons Togliatti in- 
sisted on taking a more concilia- 
tory position was because of the 
left-wing Socialists under Pietro 
Nenni, Siding with the Commu- 
nists in the April 18 elections, it 
is estimated they cast more than 
one-third of the votes which gave 
the Popular Front a combined 31 
per cent of the total. 3 

Nenni and his Socialites can 
swing away from the Communists 
at any time and weaken them 
materially. Nenni Socialists are 
not nearly so rabid as profession- 
al Communists and those import- 
ed from Yugoslavia. 

Therefore Togliatti, it is re- 
ported, has decided to follow a 
moderate line to keep from alien- 


ating them as well as some of his 
own followers, 

Marshall aid, Communists say, 
may weaken their party and cost 
them support temporarily, but to 
fight Marshall aid at this time 
would result in greater losses and 
be virtual suicide for Communism, 
Hence their new tack. 

Meantime, with Marshall aid 
wheels now turning, Italian house- 
wives will soon be able to throw 
away their last dog-eared coupon 
books.

In Rome, one maid took care of 
our small apartment. She shopped, 
cooked, cleaned and did the laun- 
dry on an eight-hour day, six- 
day week basis. She got the equiv- 
alent of $3 a week and one meal 
a day. At that, Italian tenants in 
the same building muttered dark- 
ly About “rich Americans ruining 
the servants.” A lot of them 
weren't bothering to pay their 
maids anything—only room and 
board. 


The Works for $2. 

In Rome there is a famous 
beauty shop called Femina; which 
specializes in giving madame the 
works, amid marbled, chromiumed 
and mirrored modernity. The pa- 
tron relaxes and gets a shampoo, 
set, manicure, pedicure, massage 
and vermouth cocktail—all for 
less than 32. 

Papa can get a Rave, haircut, 
shampoo, massage and manicure 
in one of Rome's better barber 
shops for about $1.50, 


The labor situation offers other 
comparisons, The average Roman 
male white collar worker of the 
clerk or salesman class is lucky to 
get $30 a week. Stenos are a dime 
a dozen-—or, anyway, any number 
for $12 a week. 

As for restaurant eating, a din- 
ner for two at a very good Rome 
restaurant, complete with anti- 
pasto, fish, meat, vegetables, salad, 
cheese, fruit and wine, is followed 
by a check for about 38.

HE author, who is associate

one of the most valuable 
appraisals and analyses of the 
novelist’ who to more than one 
eritic is “one of the great minds 
and imaginations of our day,” an 
artist and thinker “absolutely 
comparable in our own time, by 
reason both pf his powers and of 
His influencé, to the Nietssches, 
the Tolstois, the Wagners and 
the Ibsens of a previous genera- 
tion.” 


Dr. March opens this illumi- 
nating study by mapping the in- 
tellectual climate into which 
Proust was born (1871) and 
which helped shape his philoso- 
phy. France in the 70s and 80s 
was full of ferment and occa- 
sional fury. Nineteenth century 
rationalism and naturalism were 
gapping many strong positions, 
but sub-surface non-reason— 
“faith, emotion, or mere dissat- 
isfaction’”’—was a wital, ever- 
present force also. The upshot 
was intense inner conflict that 
led to late nineteenth century 
“decadence” and estheticism and 
was epitomized in Proust, who 
projected it into the Marcel“ 
and the “I” of his immense mas- 
terwork, Remembrance of 
Things Past. 


Out of Dr. March's expertly 
organized facts emerges a man 
of extraordinary incompleteness 
according to the ancient triad 
of the complete man: “Intelli- 
gence, sensibility, and the will.“ 
Proust, like Renan, could be said 
to have “‘thought like a man, 
felt like a woman, and acted like 
a child.” The “pathological in- 
decisiveness” for which he re- 
proached himself all his life was 
a phase of his orientation toward 
intellect and emotion but not 
action. It helps explain, as- Dr. 
March says, the “‘fear of imme- 
diate pain” which underlay his 
neuroticism, his self-confinement 
(Proust the recluse in his cork- 
lined room became a social and 
literary legend), his dread of 
insomnia, his addiction to medi- 
cines.

Gets Army to Delay Re- 
turn of 50 Paintings, 
Balked on Plan for Full 
August Show Here. 


Perry T. Rathbone, director of 
the City Art Museum, has suc- 
ceeded in getting the Army to 
postpone return to Germany of 50 
rare paintings, but the lack of co- 


operation by directors of two art 


museums makes it doubtful that 
the extension will benefit St. 
Louis, he told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. 


The Army had originally 
planned to return 50 of the paint- 
ings in August, leaving the re- 
maining 100 to continue their tour 
of American museums, but when 
Rathbone telephoned Under Sec- 
retary of War William H. Draper 
Jr, to ask for an extension, he 
was connected instead with an as- 
sistant, Col, Frederick Munson, 
whom Rathborie had known on 
New Caledonia. Col. Munson 
quickly arranged the delay. 

With the delay accomplished, 
Rathbone had won half hig battle 
to have 150 paintings displayed in 
St. Louis in August, instead of 
getting only 100 in January and 
February of next year. 

He needed the concurrence of 
the directors of the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, where the 150 
paintings are scheduled to be 
shown in August, and of the De- 
troit Institute of Arts, Which was 
to show the 100 pictures in Sep- 
tember. Both refused to delay 
their showings, on the ground 
they had already announced dates 
for the displays.

Born in a miner's cabin in Colorado and once s0 
poor that she took her Saturday night bath in a washtub 
in the kitchen, Mrs. McLean spent the millions inherited 
from her gold-miner father with an almost unbelievable 
prodigality. But money was apparently the only thing 
she ever threw away. In the rambling house off 
Wisconsin avenue, in the Georgetown section of Wash- 
ington, really fine period pieces were nudged for room 
by old sofas with frayed upholstery. Among exquisite 
Limoges, Meissen and Royal Doulton china were mixed 
dime-store plates, cups and saucers, Alongside a Chinese 
Indian carved teakwood armchair stood a cocktail table 
0 Cheap that the vencer was turning up on the corners 
and the varnish all but gone from spilled liquors. -

McLean 3 and dropped and dented the heavy and ornate 
silver. Mrs. McLean obviously found it easier to buy new pieces 
than to repair or mend the old. But with a magpie's failing 
for keeping everything, she threw nothing of the old and worn 
away. Hundreds of items in the auction catalog were listed 
with notes reading: “As is; badly worn; torn on seam; cigarette 
burns; one drawer missing; age cracks; piece of marquetry 
missing.” As a girl, Mrs. McLean grew up in the famous Walsh 
home at 2020 Massachusetts avenue, a million-dollar 60-room 
pile of brick filled with another million in furnishings. In her 
book, “Father Struck It Rich,” she told how her father, Irish 
Tom Walsh, lavished riches on his family after his discovery 
of his Colorado gold mine. In 1908 when she was married to 
Edward Beale McLean, heir to a newspaper fortune, her father 
gave her $100,000 for a honeymoon and MeLean's father 
matched that sum for his son. In a few months the young 
couple had spent the $200,000 gallivanting around Europe.

AS IN PARIS ON THIS HONEYMOON that Evalyn 
famous Hope diamond, but it was up to her father 
for it later. Last December the stone was valued at 
76,920, Said to bring bad luck to whoever wears it, the 
diamond brought little happiness to Mrs. McLean. In her book 
she detailed her unhappy married life, the tragedy of the death 
of her first-born son, Vinson, killed in an automobile accident. 
Shortly before Mrs. McLean died, her daughter, Mrs. Robert R. 
Reynolds, was found dead from an overdose of sleeping pills. 
Seemingly what little happiness Mrs. McLean found in life was 
in lavish entertainments and the thousands upon thousands of 
dollars she spent on jewels.

In his probate court petition to 
cancel the guardianship, Walker 
alleges he entered into an oral 
contract with the Rev. Hoekstra 
which provided that Hoekstra 
would betome Little David's man- 
‘ager, would pay the Walkers $5000 
to represent the sum they had 
spent developing the boy's min- 
isterial ability, and that Walker 
would be advertising and advance 
man at $100 a week.

the said minor's career.” 


Walker says he agreed that Ros- 


enberg's partner, Dawson, would 
be acceptable as guardian. 

Thus matters stood when the 
Little David Company, under the 
direction of the Rev. ‘ookstia, be- 
gan its first big tour: It took them 
through Ohio, New. ¥ork, Connec- 
ticut, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri, Florida and Arkansas. 


He was a huge success. In St. 
Louis, where he appeared last Sep- 
tember with the Rev. William 
Branham, a faith healer, 10,000 


persons attended one afternoon ' 


meeting at Kiel auditorium. It. 
was also in St. Louis that Walker 
and the Rev, Hoekstra had one of 
their first differences. It was 
over a $1000 check which Little 
David gave to the Red Cross. 

Walker says that, he had to in- 
sist that they give some of the 
money they were taking in to the 
Lord, and that the Rey.

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But It's an Old Story to Kansas 
Town, Which Has Had Booms From 
Cattle, Wheat, Oil and Planes—Now 
Planes Are Giving It Another Lift

WIGHITA, May 22. 


éé 1 . said the taxi driver, 
“things are beginning to 
jell around here again,” He 
was talking about Wichita and his 
tone indicated that he, like all 
good citizens of the town, never 
had the slightest doubt that things 
would, sooner or later, begin to 
jell again. They always have. 
This somewhat fabulous city 
sits out here near the middle of 
Kansas in a spot where, even the 
Chamber of Commerce will admit, 
there was never any reason or 
excuse for a city. It takes set- 
backs in its stride because the 
people never worry about the end 
of a boom, There'll always be 
another along to take its place. 
They also know that God helps 
those who help themselves, That’s 
the principle which got Wichita 
started, and which has carried it 
along to the position of number 
one city in the United States for 
percentage gain in population 
since 1939. 


“It’s a sort of triumph of man's 
determination and ambition,” says 
W. H. Van Auken, general man- 
ager of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Van Auken has the air of 
a man whose city has been 
anointed and nothing can stand 
between it and eventual glory. 

This latest of Wichita bodms 
was brought about by the adop- 
tion of the increased air program 
for national defense and the fact 
that Boeing, biggest makers of 
B-20's, is situated in Wichita, 
3 — in Wichita ig no 
act of Providence, however, be- 
cause it too was the result of 
man’s determination; but it just 
goes to show how things work 
out for Wichita, 


When the war ended the manu- 
facture of B-29’s virtually ended 
too. Boeing closed its mammoth 
Plant Number Two, and went back 
to the smaller Plant Number One 
for peacetime production. Wichi- 
ta’s latest period of prosperity 
had been based upon airplanes, 


and like Boeing, the several other 


big plants there went back to the 
peacetime production scale. So, 
an me rig a which, during the 
war, had en employing more 
than 50,000 persons in Wichita, 
suddenly dropped to a payroll of 
less than 5000 persons. 

It was quite a blow. Some 
towns might have become discour- 
aged and refused to even try any 
more, But not Wichita. 


Sitting in Van Auken's office on 
the tenth floor of the Beacon build- 
ing, which is a half block from 
Douglas avenue, the main business 
artery of the town, you can fairly 
hear Wichita grow. Your ears 
are assailed on every side by the 
noise of steam shovels and trip 
hammers. Half block away they 
are excavating for a new store 
and office building. Around the 
corner, the Innes department store 
is adding a million dollar exten- 
sion to its building which will in- 
clude Wichita's first escalator. 
Henry Leavitt, just around anoth- 
er corner, is enlarging his store to 
the tune of $750,000; the Bell Tele- 
phone company just added five 
floors to its building and the Santa 
Fe just finished a new bus sta- 
tion. 


At the same time, your ears 
are also assailed by statistics 
which Van Auken and a couple 
of his department heads toss at 
you with the reckless abandon of 
a city which is fairly lousy with 
cheerful statistics. 

It has had a percentage gain 
of 870 per cent since 1939, the top 


T 


gain of the nation; it has been 
one of the five top cities since 
1939 in money spent for retail 
sales and service, in proportion 
to population; total value of 
building permits in 1947 came to 
$16,447,393 and this year, the way 
it is going, it will easily pass the 
20 million mark, Despite the fact 
it ia on no railroad'a main line, 
branch lines of five railroads pass 
through the city; it is one of the 
few cities which offer free educa- 
tion from the kindergarten 
through four years of college. 
They are having to lay new pave- 
ment all over the place to keep up 
with expansion—16% miles laid in 
the city last year, not to mention 
50,000 feet of new sewer; they 
just spent a million dollars to en- 
large and improve the city-owned 
water supply plant and the tele- 
phone company is exactly 6000 ap- 
plications behind for telephones. 


Unlike many towns, where it 
has been a case of boom and bust, 
Wichita has piled boom upon 
boom until they have become a 
very rich deposit. The factors 
which figured in its various booms 
are not only still there, but still 
going strong. They include, in 
their chronological order, cattle, 
wheat, oil and airplanes. In be- 
tween there have been minor con- 
tributions to prosperity, and there 
have been setbacks. But the 
growth has been steady, in a 
jumpy sort of way. 


It all started in 1873, when the 
town was three years old and had 
a population of 50. They were 
people who had paid $1.25 an acre 
to “claim” the land, which was 
Indian trust land. It was on the 
Chisholm trail, over which Texas 
cattlemen drove their herds to 
Kansas for shipment on the rail- 
road, When the Santa Fe built 
ita line to Newton, some 50 miles 
north, it became the loading point 
for cattle. The little town of 
Wichita raised $200,000, got a line 
built from Newton to Wichita, 
which brought the railroad to the 
cattle men two days earlier, and 
stole the play from Newton.

HE town grew and prospered, 
but when the railroads went on 
to the west and gouth, it be- 
came less and less important as a 
cattle center, although it has 
never completely lost its impor- 
tance. However, there's always 
something else coming up in 
Wichita. In 1874, some Russian 
Mennonites settling in Kansas, 
brought with them a couple of 
bushels of a very hard and hardy 
wheat which came from Turkey, 
and which is now known as Tur- 
key Red, It took a good many 
years for the two bushels to in- 
crease to the point where it could 
he used for seeding. 


By 1900 the wheat had spread 
all over Kansas. It was superior 
in many ways to soft wheat. Flour 
mills were started in Kansas, and 
Wichita rose to a position near 
the top as a flour milling center. 
It is situated right in the middle 
of the largest body of tillable 
land in the world. They boast 
there is not an acre of wasteland 
within 300 miles of the city. Last 
year’ 287,000,000 bushels of wheat 
were raised in Kansas, and most 
of that was either processed into 
flour or merchandised in Wichita. 
It still ranks fifth as a milling 
center. 

In 1914, someone etruck oil east 
of town, and Wichita was off to 
another boom as an oil town. This 
boom lasted until the early 20's 
and the population jumped from 
less than 50,000 to nearly 75,000. 
While Tulsa has taken the play 
away from Wichita as the oil 
center of the west, a lot of the 
city’s prosperity still comes from 
oil.

Commerce made a survey and 
found that 750 concerns were sup- 
ported by oil. These ranged from 
one-Man companies dealing in oil 
leases to the H. W. Cardwell Com- 
pany which is the largest manu- 
facturer of oil field equipment in 
the business, shipping tools and 
machinery all over the world. 

As the oil boom was settling 
down to an even keel, the airplane 
boom was coming up. A lot of 
people didn’t recognize it in its 
early days because it amounted to 
little more than a few pioneers 
building experimental planes out 
there on the edge of town. 

E 

ECAUSE of its climate, its 
R flat land and its turf which 

made excellent natural landing 
fields before the days of paved 
runways, Wichita was a natural 
for the budding industry, and 
young factories began to gather 
here, 

The first World War made peo- 
ple air-minded and started the 
first big boom in airplanes. Dur- 


ing the '20s Wichita had 14 dif- 


ferent airplane factories, not to 
mention numerous factories mak- 
ing airplane parts. 

The real boom in the airplane 
business started, however, in 1940, 
just as the United States entered 
World War II. The three major 
plants, Boeing, Beech and Cessna, 
launched into war production, The 
smaller plants were making parts. 
Every machine shop and bicycle 
shop in Wichita started making 
airplane parts, and it seemed that 
virtually everyone in Wichita 
went to work at the plane fac- 
tories. The joint was jumping. 
The population also jumped to 

90,000 

The merchants of Wichita, real- 
izing what it meant in the way 
of prosperity, gave their employes 
leaves of absence to work in the 
plane factories, with promise of 
their jobs back when the war was 
over. Every shoe clerk and ste- 
nographer who could be spared 
went to one of the plants and 
found themselves making, in 
many cases, as much in a couple 
of days as they had been making 
in a week. A lot of them, work- 
ing on Sunday at time and a half, 
made as much in a day as they 
did in a week behind an adding 
machine at the bank or slinging 
hash behind a lunch counter, It 
was lovely. 

Boeing alone employed 30,000, 
and the others brought the figure 
up to around 50,000. Two huge 
housing projects were erected to 
provide homes. Boeing built 1644 
B-29’s, which was 40 per cent of 
production, and all things consid- 
ered the war put Wichita on the 
map in a bigger way than ever 


before, 
. 


T the war's end, however, 
A tunes looked somewhat dim. 

With all its other sources of 
wealth the town was doing beau- 
tifully by ordinary standards and 
many a city would have liked to 
do half as well, But booms have 
become a heady wine where Wich- 
ita is concerned, and things look 
a little bleak without them. 

In the meantime, of course, 
things like the farm machinery 
business. began to come back in 
a big way. The Davis manufactur- 
ing company, which had been a 
sub-contractor of airplane parts, 
shipped one order alone of farm 
machinery to Wisconsin, which 
order came to a million dollars. 
The Coleman @ompany, long fa- 
mous for its lamps and stoves, 
emerged about twice as big as 
ever before in its long history, 
and the town began to move to 
the top in the metallurgical field. 

Things were just rocking along 
like this when, on March 15, the 
Boeing plant was reactivated to 
modify and modernize B-29s. The 
first call sent out was for Man- 
power. Large newspaper ads stat- 
ed that Boeing needed 1000 skilled 
employes within 30 days, hundreds 
more in coming months. They 
started hiring people at the rate 
of 100 a day. So far they have 
put on 2000, expect to hire between 
6000 and 7000 by August. 

Where are they coming from? 
Most of them are coming from 
the offices and behind the count- 
ers of Wichita, the same people 
who worked for Boetng during the 
war. Phe city’s employers met 
with the management at Boeing, 
agreed again to let their employes

go back to the plane factory, and 
later return to their regular jobs 
if and when they wanted to. 

So, things are beginning to jell 
again. Every day B-29s and B-50s 
fly in from far points on the globe 
where they have been stationed 
since the end of the war. They 
are lined up, row upon row, in 
front of the factory. Inside men 
are at work on them, but just 
what they are doing—what mod- 
ernization and modification ac- 
tually -mean—is a government 
secret, 


* 


HEN the war ended, Uncle 

Whisker’s boys showed up at 

the Boeing B-29 plant with 
wrecking equipment, They allowed 
one B-29, which had just been fin- 
ished, to be pushed out the door. 
Then the door was closed and 
they went to work on 16 of the 
mammoth planes which were in 
various stages of completion and 
reduced them to scrap. Then the 
huge plant, with its thousands of 
unique and expensive pieces of 
machinery was stripped and left 
vacant, 


The job of relocating the ma- 
chinery and tools has been a mam- 
moth one. At one War Assets 
dump, representatives of the plant 
had to climb over some 65 acres 
of crated but unlabeled ma- 
chinery to find stuff they could 
use, Today heavy machinery, 
building installations, laboratory 
and test equipment, furniture and 
fixtures, portable tools and auto- 
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matic equipment are arriving at 
the Boeing docks by air freight, 
rail and truck, 


While the city has its housing 
problem, just as any city nowa- 
days, it is not as acute as it might 
have been because of the twe 
mammoth housing projects which 
went up during the war to ac- 
commodate war workers. They 
have done much since the war to 
help overcome the shortage, a 
situation which, to certain real 
estate groups, was absolutely un- 
thinkable and not to be tolerated, 


The people of Wichita, they felt, 
were entitled to a shortage just as 
acute as other cities are suffer- 
ing, and before anyone knew quite 
what was going on they had set 
in motion the legal machinery for 
having the houses torn down and 
carted away. But the city and 
Boeing woke up just in time to 
put a stop to it, but not before 
the wreckers had made some pret- 
ty good inroads into one of the 
projects, , 


They are confident at Boeing, 
and all over Wichita, that the 
modification and modernization 
program et Boeing will lead into 
a production program, and one 
which will encompass, in time, the 
14 other aircraft manufacturing 
companies there, which takes care 
of the present. 


There is no indication on the 
broad Kansas horizon of what the 
future will bring, but they aren't 
concerned, Wichita has never had 
to worry about where its next 
boom is coming from.

Li is a quiet man of simple 
tastes. As a politician he has been 
called a liberal by friends and a 
Communist by his enemies.

This is no time for us to con- 
ceal our disease and avoid the 
doctor,” he said recently.

IN CUBA THEY SEE 
NO NEED FOR IT 


The business of insuring the 
authenticity and value of the 
titles of real property, which in- 
volves the amassing of millions of 
dollars in capital and the employ- 
ment of thousands of persons in 
the United States is a thing un- 
known in. Cuba. 

John C. Thompson, national 
president of the Mortgage Bank- 
ers’ Association of America and 
president of a large title insur- 
ance corporation in Newark, N. J., 
told members of the Mortgage 
Bankers’ Association of St. Louis 
about it in a talk he made here 
last week. 

On a weekend junket to Havana, 
as a sidetrip from association 
business in Florida, Thompson met 
with a company of Havana mort- 
gage bankers who thought they'd 
like to join the association in the 
United States. So, he asked about 
the title insurance business in 
Cuba. There wasn’t any. 

“But,” said Thompson, “how do 
you protect an investor against 
fraudulent realty transfers and 
faulty titles?
